Yankee's Center Fielder 


Watching, outfielders may prove 


to be a dull afternoon or evening 
unless you understand why they 
apparently w a n d e r aimlessly 
around. 


The prime requisite of an out- 


fielder, taking for granted that he 
can hit, run and throw, is tempera- 
ment. 
He must be patient and 


wait for the ball. 


<U! the tricks he learns aid in 


getting the jump on the ball, add 
up to good judgment. 


He learns the hitters, always 


shades to their power. 


This is done by knowing the 


pitch and the pitcher's stuff. 


A fast ball pitcher may have the 


batters swinging late, thus not 
pulling the ball as much as nor- 
mally. A pitcher with trick stuff 
may have the batters popping* up 


An outfielder has to learn to 


charge ground balls as fast as he 
can, 
meet the ball, and not to let 


it play him. The valuable out- 
fielder fields ground balls and 
throws like an infielder. 


You think ahead of time, know 


what to do when you get the ball 


Say fast runners are on first and 


second. On a hard hit ball driv- 
ing y°u deep, you give them one 
run, and try to get the runner go- 
ing from first to third. 


When the run is the winning o*V 


tying one. the outfielder, within 
reason, \\ill attempt to throw out 
the runner at the plate. 
THROW LOW FOR CUT-OFF 


It is very important to keep the 


throw low, so an infielder can cut 
it off. 
The ball is intercepted 


when it is decided that s run can 
score. The play is then on an 
other runner. 
You don't wan 


the man who hit the ball taking 
eecond on a futile throw to the 
plate.

plate, the man who hit the bal 
is liable to make a wide turn

Berlin, June 28—(AP)—Berlin's 


38-day rail ticup came to an end 
today as strikers went back to 
their jobs and the Soviet-directed 
management resumed control of 
the West Berlin stations. 


Traffic did not resume immedi- 


ately. The management prepared 
to direct test runs over the tracks 
which had been idle since May 21, 
when 14,000 anti-Communist em- 
ployes struck. 


Western railroaders said a few 


hours work on signals, switches 
and torn-up trackage was needed 
to get the freight yards in service 
again. 


The Soviet government said it 


would have to send inspection 
teams 
around before 
allowing1, 


either inter-zonal freight trains or 
;he city's elevated trains to roll. 


The four 
occupation 
powers 


meanwhile got ready for another 
try at breaking Germany's eco- 
nomic deadlock. 


The deputy military governors 


of the United States, Britain, 
France and Russia prepared to 
hold their first meeting of this 
series today. They are acting on 
orders put out by the big four 
foreign ministers council in Pans' 
last week. 


Chief aim of the impending 


meeting is to lay the groundwork 
for a "way of living together" 
that will afford economic traffic 
beween the east and west zones of 
Germany and sectors of Berlin.- 


As the signal ending the rail 


strike came, western sector police, 
who manned the stations after 
violence had claimed two lives, 
withdrew. They were replaced by 
Soviet sector rail police. 


Western UGO union men struck 


for full pay in west marks, job 
security and union recognition.

Governor's Proposed Sales 


Tax Increase Is in Doubt 


Springfield, HI., June 28-(AP) 


-*Th« fate of Governor Steven- 
son's bills to broaden the sales 
tax base still were in doubt today 
even though one of them failed to 
pass the senate. 


The Democratic governor thr<?at- 


ens to cut his aid programs for 
education, cities and health if the 
bills are not enacted. He is bank- 
ing on the for $50,000,000 m the 
next two years. 
Stevenson's legislative lieuten- 


ants refused to concede final de- 
feat. But Republicans who with- 
held the needed support yesterday 
said the tax plan is dead. 


Roll Call Stopped 


The test vote came on the mea- 


sure to include construction con- 
tractors under the two percent 
state sales tax. Democrats, seeing 
the. senate was not giving it the 
required 26 votes, postponed con- 
sideration. They will try again for 
passage. 


When the roll call was inter- 


rupted, the unofficial vote showed 
22 senators recorded for the bill. 
At least one more—Senator A L. 
Marovitz (D-Chicago)—was ready 
to vote for it. 


Administration leaders said at 


the time of postponement they 
could count 25 favorable votes. 
They said there are optimistic of 
picking up the extra one to put 
it over on a second attempt. 


Besides taxing contractors, Ste- 


venson proposes to apply the sales 
levy to repair services and spe- 
cial order businesses. The latter 


bill was amended by the senate 
last week to exclude most of the 
occupations originally sought to 
be included. It would produce lit- 
tle income in its present form. 


House Ok's It 


Only the bill to tax contractors 


was called for senate passage yes- 
terday The Democratic house has 
okayed all three bills.

"none of us like to vote for in- 
creasing taxes but somebody must 
bear the increased costs of gov- 
ernment."

3,200,000 as against 1,800,00 in 
April.

Returns today from national 


election showed the Liberals— 
Canada's nearest equivalent to the 
Democrats—had won 193 of 262 
seats m a new House of Commons. 
They led in ail 
provinces 
but 


Alberta. It was the greatest party 
triumph in Canadian history. 


The Progressive Conservatives, 


the main opposition party, took 
42 seats. 
The other Commons 


members will come from minor 
parties. 


The Canadion party dominating 


the House of Commons names the 
government. 
The Liberals now 


have a mandate until 1954. That 
will run their incumbency to 19 
years—they took over from the 
Conservatives in 1935. 


Personal Triumph 


It was a personal triumph for 


St. Laurent, who has been in 
politics only eight years. 
The 


soft-spoken French-Canadian. 67 
years .old, assumed 
the prime 


ministry last November when 
W. L. MacKenzie King bowed out 
because, of 111 health. King per- 
sonally selected St. Laurent to 
lead the Liberals to victory—and 
the staunchest Conservatives could 
admit today that King was smart. 


George Drew, former premier 


of 
Ontario, 
spearheaded 
tht 


losing Conservative drive. 


' Greater Than 1940 


There were 245 seats on the last 


Commons, and the Liberals held 
125. 
The greatest triumph ever 


run up by a party, until yester- 
day, was in 1940. That year the 
Liberals took 178 of 245 seats.

Washington, June 29—(AP)— 


CIO officials, stunned by the sen- 
ate's approval of anti-strike in- 
junctions, today resigned 
them- 


selves to keeping the Taft-Hart- 
ley act for two more years. 


With Truman forces deep in 


gloom, the senate tackled the rest 
of Senator Robert A. Taft's labor 
program after adopting his plan 
for settling "national emergency" 
strikes in a hectic session yester- 
day. 


Thirty-two 
other 
Republicans 


and 17 Democrats—14 from the 
south—joined Taft in voting for 
his injunction-seizure plan. Thirty- 
five Democrats voted against it, 
but Taft lost only five Republicans 
—Senators Capehart (Ind), Ives 
(NY), 
Langer (ND), Morse (Ore) 


and Thyc (Minn). 


Taft Sees Victory 


The Ohio Republican predicted 


a similar victory for the rest of 
his program, which is designed to 
keep the "essentials" of the Taft- 
Hartley act while-snaking a num- 
ber of changes in that law. 


For the moment at least, his 


opponents, inside and outside con- 
gress, weren't disputing the pre- 
diction. 


Arthur Goldberg, general coun- 


sel of the CIO, said in an inter- 
view: "We might as well face the 
fact that we have the Taft-Hart- 
ley act until after the 1950 elec-

Don't Bet on Labor Law

Washington, June 29— (AP)— 


Don't bet on what's going to 
happen to the Taft-Hartley labor 
act in congress. 


That's because things are scram- 


bled there, where the Democrats 
are supposed to be in control 
because they h.ave a majority. 


It's a rickty kind of control, 


as this will show. For a mmute, 
just review a little history so 
that what's happening will be 
clear. 


In 1935, when the Demociats 


had a majority in congress and 
were really able to run the show, 
they passed the Wagner labor act. 


(The father of it was Robert F. 


Wagner, New York Democrat who 
resigned from the senate yester- 
day after 22ys years there.) 


The Wagner act compelled a 


boss to bargain with a union 
representing his employes. It put 
no restrictions on a union. 


Employers, who looked on this 


as a one-sided law, never got 
used to it. But it stayed on the 
books until 1947. 


In that year the Republicans 


got control of congress with 
majority and promptly tackled 
the Wagner act. 


Unions Scream 


They replaced it with the Taft- 


Hartley act. Now it was the turn 
of the unions to scream because:

Our Efforts to Contain Communists 


to Certain Area Not Too Fruitful 


As Felix Morley points out in "Nation's Business," we 


have so far taken three major steps in our effort to contain 
communism. The first was the Truman Doctrine with its 
military aid to Turkey and Greece. Next came the Marshall 
Plan, now officially known as the European Recovery Pro- 
cram with its multi-billion dollar economic aid to 15 Western 
European countries. Finally, we have the recently signed 
Atlantic Pact, whose purpose is to form a defense line in 
Europe to bar the red tide. 


Mr. Morley writes, "Obviously these three steps form a 


series of hastily concocted emergency measures, impossible to 
dignify as a carefully planned policy. If the purpose was to 
contain communism within a certain geographical area, then 
we should have established eastern as well as western bar- 
riers ... The final debacle in China ... is painful evidence 
that Communism is not being contained. And if Asia goes red, 
the cost of subsidizing a line of independent outposts m west- 
ern Europe will soon become prohibitive, even for the fabu- 
lous wealth of the United States." 


It would be folly to minimize the reverse the western 


powers have received in China. At the same time, it is easy 
to exaggerate the possible immediate effects of the great vic- 
tories the Chinese communists armies have won. A red China 
is a very different thing, for example, than a red France or 
a red Italy would be. The Chinese communists, so far as any- 
one can see, have neither the intention nor the means to do 
much for communism as a worldwide force. They have before 
them a staggering task—to attempt to organize, and to pull 
from the nether depths of poverty and oppression, a vast, 
over-populated nation which is largely illiterate, and meas- 
ured by current western standards, is almost wholly primi- 
tive in living and outlook. 


The main energy of the masses of the Chinese people is 


pretty much absorbed in seeking a place to live, a daily ra- 
tion of rice, some relief from murderous and unproductive 
toil. The past governments have been incredibly corrupt. Gov- 
ernment officials, the warlords, the commercial interests— 
all have exploited the nation unmercifully. Going by reports 
from American businessmen and reporters in Shanghai since 
the communists took over, a real effort is being made to 
eliminate graft, and the old system under which no one could 
do business in China withoutfbribes. At the same time, these 
reports emphasize that the new administrators are inexperi- 
enced, that it is difficult to find anyone with real responsibil- 
ity, and that administrative problems are a long way from 
solution. 


Communism is not being contained. But it is finding the
